a. Such information requested by the White House staff will, 
in the case of substantive intelligence, be coordinated with the DD/I and 
channelled through that office to the White House. It will be the responsibility 
of the DD/I to keep the O/DCI advised of all requests from the White House 
and supplied with copies of all transmittals. 

b. Information of an organizational or managerial nature. r^que sled 
by the White House will be released by the DCI, DDCI or Executive Director, 
and the O/DC I should be promptly advised of all such requests from the
